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ao During ast few months, the State of Thuringia axported more 
products. to the western zones than it imported. In order to remedy 
CPYRGHT: this unfavorable situation and ta achieve a balanced imnort-export 
program, it will temporarily become necessary to curtail somewhat 
the export of goods to the western zones. The Hendels-Genosijen- 
schaft considers it its special task to work out a balanced import- 
export program ‘n the interest of Thurin¢gian industry and trade; 
however, this can be achieved only if all applications for exports 
and imports pass through our Institute. This precedure will eneble 
us to work out e balanced program based on the apnlications sub- 
mitted for import-export and to secure quick approval. from the 
appropriate Ministry. 
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"Please let us know as far ag possible your wishes in regard to 
imports and exports. It makes no difference if an application for 
the purchase of goods from the British zone is submitted sinultane- 
ously with an application for the delivery of goods to the American 
zone, or if a request for import is submitted to us wlone. Wwe shal 
process the applications from a new angle which will enable us to 
secure the prompt epprovai of the appropriate Ministry.
